Fasten the film on the candy with a twist 
or two of copper wire. Cut the wire leaving about an inch over. 
Then cut the tag end of the plastic film close to the wire twist. 

Now you can use your imagination to create a decorative 
design. Insert the free end of wire on each wrapped candy 
into the foam base. The greenery is made with green net rib- 
bon about three inches wide. Cut it in six-inch-long pieces; 
gather each piece in the middle and fasten with wire, Leave 
one inch of wire to insert in the wreath. 

To make small flower arrangements for favors, placecards 
and gifts, you'll need transparent plastic film, wire, florist tape, 
artificial leaves, ribbon, candy or nuts. How-to-do steps are 
pictured below.

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Next time you paint your face, 
do it like an artist! 


Maxe-vr can improve your appearance or mar it. 
That's up to you. If you put on make-up as if you were in 


competition with a circus clown, you're not doing yourself 
justice. Your aim should always be to try to look natural. 
So the less obvious your make-up is, the more skillful you've 
been in applying it. When someone remarks, “Oh, I didn’t 
know you were wearing make-up,” that’s when you've 
done a good job. 


The “You Look’ 


Make-up should bring out your natural beauty, not 
disguise it. As a teen-ager, you have an advantage which 
you ought to capitalize on: your youthfulness. Allow your 
healthy skin color to glow, without a heavy make-up mask 
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to hide it. This means that you should go lightly with 
powder, rouge, lipstick. Avoid eye make-up except for 
special evening occasions. When it comes to lipsticks, steer 
away from theatrical oranges and purples. Choose the more 
natural-looking pink and red tones. Look like yourself! 
Don't try to ape a movie star or an older person. In the 
daytime—at school, sports, and snack-shop sessions—you'll 
look best by sticking to a light application of powder and 
a light lipstick. 


Careful Now 


Select a shade of lipstick which blends well with your 
natural coloring, and follow the natural curve of your lips 
when applying it. Before putting it on, however, remove 
all traces of old lipstick and be sure that your lips are dry. 
To prevent the color from creeping over the edges of the 
mouth, dab some face powder around your lips. Start with 
the upper lip, going from the center to the edges or from 
the edges to the center. Then do the lower lip. Carry the 
lipstick far enough inside the lips so that when you laugh 
or talk, there won't be a separating line showing. Next, 
blot the lips with tissue, powder them lightly, and apply 
a second coat of lipstick. Make sure you have no lipstick 
on your teeth. 

Never paint your lips in extreme shapes, for if you do 
there will be a well-defined line where nature's design ends 
and your own begins. You can still do tricks with your 
lipstick, to make your mouth look more attractive. For 
instance, if your lower lip is heavier than your upper lip, 
you can darken the upper lip. That will give it the illusion 
of being nearer the size of the lower lip. If your mouth is 
exceptionally wide, shade down the lipstick at the corners. 
And if your upper lip is heavier than the bottom one, 
darken your lower lip. This will offset the protruding effect. 


Powder Pointers 


Powder is used to give a finish to the complexion. If you 
have average skin, you'll want to use powder in a shade 
close to that of your own skin. If, however, your skin is 
pale, sallow, or very white, choose a pink—or rose-toned 
powder, If your skin is olive, you need a copper shade 
If your skin is pink, then a buff, beige, or amber powder 
is better for you than pink. If your skin is florid or ruddy, 
pick a powder with a tan tone. When you have chosen 
the most flattering tint, select a powder one shade darker 
than the skin itself, since make-up appears lighter on 
the skin. 

There are two exceptions to this rule. If you have a 
very large face, you may want to make it appear smaller. 
In this case, choose a powder about two shades darker 
than the skin tone, for a light shade makes the face look 
bigger. If you have a small or thin face, you may want 
to make it appear larger or fuller. In that case, select the 
lightest powder that your skin will take 

Powder shades should be changed when your skin 
gets a summer tan. You should choose a powder to supply 
what the tan lacks. If the sun gives you a vellow tan, use 


a copper powder to add warmth, If the tan is on the

reddish side, use a brownish powder. 

If you've been wondering what is 
meant by the “weight” of powder, 
here's the answer: Light powder has 
slight covering power and is best for 
dry skin; medium powder is for normal 
skins; heavy, for oily skins, since it 
best covers a high shine. When you 
complain that powder won't stay on, 


you mean that it doesn’t seem to covet 


the shine any longer. That's because powder absorbs the 
facial oils. But powder isn't meant to be an oil absorbent, 
When it does absorb oil, powder becomes caked and messy, 
Often what vou think are blackheads are merely the result 
of powder clogging the pores. In order to rid your face of 
powderheads, treat them just as you would blackheads, 

When applying powder, place a towel or make-up cape 
around your shoulders to protect your clothing. Make sure 
that your face is clean. Using a clean puff or a piece of 
cotton, apply the powder. Brush off all excess and take 
special care to remove any traces of powder from your 
evebrows, lashes, and hairline. Either a small brush or 
cleansing tissue is your best tool for this final brush-off 
activity. 


Eyes Right 


Should you or shouldn't you pluck your eyebrows? Since 
your eyebrows call attention to the shape of the forehead 
and face, it’s best to allow them to follow the natural line. 
With tweezers, you can pluck the straggly hairs, Slick the 
hairs down with Vaseline and pluck underneath the eye 
brow, not above it. For day wear, just apply a bit of 
Vaseline to the eyebrows, For special dress-up occasions, 
you may want to define the brows more clearly with an 
eyebrow pencil—but lightly, please 

In general, the amount of make-up you use will be 
determined by the time and the place. Out in the light 
of the sun, your best bet is to play down color, In the 
electric light—and particularly in fluorescent light—you'll 
want to emphasize color, Parties and dances are some of 
the occasions when you may use a little more make-up than 
usual

Keep lt a Secret 


If you want to look pretty and smart in public, put your 
make-up on in private. If you do a careful job at the start, 
there's no need for powder-puffing or lipstick-dabbing in 
classes or halls, or on dates.

Anyway, powder and lipstick that go 
on over stale make-up cake and look terrible. If you need

Lydia has been a model-in-demand for eight years. “When 
I was six, a neighbor saw snapshots of me in our family 
album and suggested that my mother take me to the 
Conover Model Agency. They liked what they saw and 
more pictures were taken for a ‘composite’—an 8” x 10” 
glossy photograph showing me in several outfits and poses. 
It took about four months to get established and then with 
the help of my agency, the jobs began to poll in.” 

Until two years ago, Lydia's mother went along on 
all sittings. Today, Lydia makes the rounds alone, but she 
still likes to have Mom along on shopping trips. The Shaffers 
buy with one question in mind, “Can it be used in model- 
ing?” Most of Lydia's wardrobe does double duty in private 
and professional life. The client tells her ahead of time 
what type of clothes to wear or bring along 

Lydia has about 20 straight and flared skirts, twice 
as many blouses and sweaters; about 10 each of summer 
and winter party-ish dresses; about 10 sport dresses; about 
25 pairs of shoes.

Her light brown hair always looks as if it had just been 
“done.” And it has! Lydia washes it about three times a 
week.

They called him St. Nicholas, spelling it Sint Niklaas 
Over the years, we changed the name to Santa Claus and 
made him the legendary jolly fellow whom both young 
and old love. 

The idea of having an evergreen tree at Christmas time 
= comes from the Germans, and the beautiful carol singing 
custom is English and Welsh. 

Although we have much in common with our European 
friends, when it comes to Christmas celebration, the opposite 
is true of our southern neighbor, Mexico. There, the festiv- 
ities are quite unlike ours. The celebration begins on Dec. 
16 and ends on Christmas Eve. On each of the nine nights, 
a posada or pilgrimage is held. The purpose is to repeat 
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In Williamsburg, Va., school children form a , 
candlelight procession and carol through the 
town announcing that the Yule season has begun. 


Schoolgirls in Israel carry the torch to light 
the candles for Hanukkah.

In Mexico gift-giving for the children takes place on 
Jan. 6, the Feast of the Three Kings or the Epiphany. 
Presents, along with sweets and nuts, are placed in a 
pinata, which is a decorated, earthen jug. Each child is 
blindfolded and given a stick with which to try to break 
the pinata. When it is shattered, all make a dash for 
the gifts. 

The Italian Christmas season begins eight days before 
Christmas Day and lasts until Twelfth Night. There is 
a 24-hour fast before Christmas Eve, at which time the 
fast is broken. Then a huge banquet is held, and after 
that all of the faithful go to church. 

In both Holland and Germany, St. Nicholas Day is 
celebrated on Dec. 6. This is the day for gifts in Holland. 
Good Kriss Kringle is the much-loved visitor in Germany. 
He comes in the form of an angel on Christmas Eve, when 
presents are exchanged. 

In Free China, Chinese Christians light their way to 
church on Christmas Eve with lanterns slung on poles. 
As they march to church they sing carols. Midnight Mass 
is announced by lighting firecrackers. 

In Greece, special breads are baked and marked with 
a cross on top. A coin is hidden in the part of the loaf 
set aside for the family. Other parts are for a saint, the 
home, and family livestock.

It’s really 
playing your own self false, because, 
in the end, you're the one who suffers, 
Just look at old Judas—he can't bear 
what he’s done, this dirty trick he’s 
played, so he goes out and hangs him- 
self. So for a fact he’s done this thing 
to himself. It's right in one of our 
Shakespeare books. I forget the one, 
but it says something like ‘to your own 
self be true and it will follow like the 
night comes after the day that you can't 
then play another fellow false.’” 

Next to the Bible, Gramps treasured 
his “Shakespeare books.” Long before 
Martha had been born, a_ school 
teacher had lived and boarded with 
Gramps and Granny for many years. 
When he went away finally, he left 
behind him a miscellaneous collection 
of books that were Gramps’ never- 
ending joy.

“Every teen should have at least three 
petticoats,” Miss Davis explains. “Girls 
who know their fashion P’s and Q's 
know why. Each important silhouette 
requires specific underpinnings, For ex- 
ample, there are petticoats just for 
sheaths, and a girl needs at least one 
of these slim-line petticoats, 

“Then she needs quite another style 
for a fuller look. The soft, relaxed look 
is the news this season, of course, This 
requires a petticoat that’s slightly fuller, 
but still designed for a definitely slim 
silhouette.” 

In addition, a girl must have one 
nearly bouffant petticoat, Miss Davis 
goes on, adding that the big billowing 
bouffant skirt now is “more old-fash- 
ioned than the foxtrot!” Although some 
skirts call for a fuller petticoat than 
others, the final effect should be a 
softened, easy silhouette. 
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To be properly under-dressed, this 
expert says, there are certain features 
to insist upon when picking out any 
one of the necessary petticoat styles. 
A merely pretty finished product isn't 
enough—and too many girls are misled 
by just what they see. A thorough shop- 
per picks out garments which are not 
only lovely to look at, but also are well 
made throughout. 

Look for plus value like safety- 
stitched seams—double stitching on the 
inside which insures both better wear 
and a bandbox look much longer. 

Another careful shopper trick is to 
finger-tip test the inside seams. (See 
sketch below.) Run your finger-tips over
